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A SCHOOL branded “inadequate” 
and given the lowest grading by 
inspectors a year ago is improving. 

Inspectors from Ofsted - the Office for 
Standards in Education - said the school 
is now satisfactory but further improve¬ 
ments are still needed 

Last year, Newmarket College, the only upper 
school in the town, received the lowest grading - a 
result which was challenged by the principal, Dr 
Bob Cadwalladr, and the governors, 

Now, a further inspection has moved the school 
up one grade to “satisfactory”. 

But the inspectors said the 556 students’ 
attainments were “low” and further work was 
needed to improve results. 

They have called for improvements in teaching 
and have suggested that the more able students 
should be “consistently and appropriately 
challenged” so that they get more A* and A grades 
in exams. 

The inspectors also asked the governors to 
“regularly evaluate” the college’s community links. 

A further inspection may be carried out before 
the school’s next scheduled visit by Ofsted. 

Bill Stoneham, lead inspector, said in a letter to 
students: “Your attendance levels have improved 
considerably and many of you concentrate well in 
class. You now need to ensure that you always 
behave sensibly in lessons and in the social areas.” 

He said pupils were given good care, guidance 
and support and the curriculum had improved 
which had also helped improve the standards of 
work.

Forgotten rolls of 
honour are restored 


UNIQUE framed rolls of 
honour listing the names 
of villagers who enlisted to 
fight in the First World War 
have been restored in time 
for Remembrance Sunday. 

The frames, which contain a 
total of 260 names, were 
discovered in the tower at St 
Martin’s Church, Exning, by the 
captain of the bell ringers. 

Now they have been cleaned 
and restored in time for the 
Remembrance service in the 
church this Sunday, when they 
will go on display. 

The restoration cost several 
hundred pounds and has been 
paid for by Suffolk county 
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councillor Bill Sadler from his 
locality budget. 

They will go on permanent 
display in the church. 

There are two framed lists of 
names — one from 1914 and 
one from 1917. 

Michael Lovegrove, village 
Royal British Legion chairman 
and a member of the parochial 
church council, said he con¬ 
tacted the parish council who in 
turn told Cllr Sadler about the 
find. 

He said: “The two rolls of 


honour, which measure 22 
inches by 30 inches are painted 
in thick gouache and water 
colour with gold leaf highlights - 
stippled to reflect the light - with 
text in ink and gouache capitals. 

“The style is similar to that of 
medieval manuscript illumin¬ 
ation, made popular at the end 
of the 19th century by William 
Morris and the Arts and Crafts 
movement.” 

The rolls give the name, rank, 
regiment or service, address and 
marital status to provide a 
unique record. 

Graeme Gardiner, of 
Preservation Solutions, who 
carried out the restoration, said: 
“The more I have looked at these 


items and thought about them, 
the more I realise how fortunate 
the parish is to own such 
beautiful and historic 
documents. 

“A PhD thesis could be based 
on the information that they 
supply and they will provide 
vital evidence for family and 
local historians alike.” 

A memorial in the church has 
70 names of soldiers who died in 
the First World War. 

■ Newmarket’s Remembrance 
Sunday service will be at 2pm at 
the town’s war memorial and 
will be followed by a parade to 
All Saints’ Church for a service.

Parents’ concerns 
mentioned to the 
inspectors included 
the way that the coll¬ 
ege deals with un¬ 
acceptable behav¬ 
iour, the quality of 
teaching and the res- 
ponse from the 
school to their sug¬ 
gestions and con¬ 
cerns. 

The inspectors 
said that behaviour 
in lessons was “at 
least satisfactory and 
often good”. But 
outside of lessons 
there were examples 
of less impressive 
behaviour - often by 
a minority of Year 9 
and 10 students who 
showed a “lack of 
common sense and 
maturity”. 

Dr Cadwalladr 
welcomed the 
report. He said: “We 
were very pleased 
with the process and 
the outcome. We 
believe we’re going in 
the right direction. 

“We couldn’t get 
better than satis¬ 
factory because of 
the (exam) results. 
We’re one good set of 
results away from 
being rated good by 
Ofsted. 

“What’s important 
for me is Ofsted have 
seen and accepted 
that we’re an 
improving school.” 

He said he was 
particularly pleased 
at the pride showed 
by students in the 
school 

Dr Cadwalladr 
said he would wel¬ 
come a return visit 
by the inspectors 
next year when he 
was confident that 
the rating would be 
good. He said this 
year’s Ofsted team 
was “more con¬ 
structive” in their 
criticism of the 
school than the team 
last year.

Courts get

“We also believe it would encourage 
anti-social behaviour and annoyance to 
neighbours.” 

It also added that the planned courts did 
not conform to Lawn Tennis Association 
standards. 

However, Mr Peryer said: “The tennis 
courts really won’t affect any residents in 
College Close and no residents have voiced 
any concerns.”

The principal speaker was Tony 
Juniper, the tireless eco- 
campaigner and unsuccessful 
Green Party candidate for 
Cambridge. 

The audience of about 15 - at least 
four officials of the ‘Friends,’ two 
Liberal Democrat district 
councillors and their spouses, 
myself and a handful of others 
mostly unknown to me - was 
shown a film about the clearing of 
forests in Brazil to grow soya beans 
and it was both interesting and 
somewhat horrifying in parts. 

The horrifying parts implied that 
people with what looked like 
tumours and/or livid rashes on 
their skins were the victims of 
pesticides used by the soya bean 
farmers. 

It was unfortunate that the 
chemicals mentioned in the 
commentary were glyphosate and 
paraquat, both widely-used 
herbicides. I pointed this out. 

The meeting was intended to drum 
up public and Parliamentary 
support for a Private Member’s 
measure called the ‘Sustainable 
Livestock BilF being promoted by 
Rob Flello, MR and due to be 
discussed in the House of 
Commons tomorrow (November 
12). The Bill suggests ‘producing 
linseed, beans and other crops to 
cut down on importing soya 
[beans] from South America, which 
is leading to the destruction of 
parts of the Amazon rainforest.’ 

Mr Juniper emphasised that pigs in 
this country are being fed 
genetically-modified soya as 
protein and that, consequently, 
pork eaters are effectively 
supporting forest clearance in 
Brazil. 

I pointed out that I had started 
keeping pigs nearly 60 years ago, 
that in those days the principal 
protein source for pigs was dried 
fish meal, further that I was of the 
opinion that it was probably 
preferable for pigs to eat GM soya 
and not the world’s allegedly 
diminishing fish. 

Moreover, I said, aside from the 
doings of certain ‘Tea Party’ people 
in the United States, the use of GM 
foods in America for many years 
seemed to have had little ill effect. 
This point was also noted. 

I also stated (others present did get 
a look-in, too) that the growing 
world population - nine billion 
people by the year 2050 was 
mentioned by Mr Juniper - was a 
very major problem, aggravated in 
the countries of South America by 
the teachings of the Catholic 
church. 

As others questions soon ran out, I 
also raised one of my pet points. I 
said that I assumed that Mr Juniper 
and his colleagues were in favour of 
reducing this country’s food 
imports. ‘Yes.’ 

I said that I assumed that they were 
in favour of British farmers growing 


a larger proportion of British food. 
‘Yes’. 

I then said that this didn’t square 
with Mr Juniper’s support of the vast 
expansion of the National Trust’s 
Wicken Fen National Nature Reserve 
through buying up and letting go to 
waste thousands of acres of fine 
food-producing farm land including 
that in Swaffham Prior Fen. Mr 
Juniper responded by dodging the 
issue and then, as is his wont, 
wittering on about food waste. 

I let it go by saying that I opposed 
wasting food and also opposed 
wasting good farm land. At the 
conclusion of the meeting I 
remarked in a stage whisper that it 
had been ‘better than the telly - just.’ 
As MP James Paice was not with us, 
those who were present were 
requested to contact him about Mr 
Flello’s Bill. I’ll think about that.

Council leaders 
defend cutbacks

COUNCIL leaders have 
defended cuts of £110 
million and a pro¬ 
gramme of “divesting” 
itself of some of its 
major functions. 

An open letter to the 
people of Suffolk has been 
written by the county 
council’s cabinet which 
includes Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
portfolio holder for waste 
who represents Newmarket 
and Red Lodge, and Cllr Colin 
Noble, portfolio holder for 
adult and community 
services who represents Row 
Heath between Newmarket 
and Mildenhall. 

They say the council is not 
selling off all its services to 
the private sector and 
planning job cuts of between 
200 and 500. 

They say: “The problem we 
are facing is fairly simple. 

“As a result of the current 
cutbacks, all councils will

have 28 per cent less funding 
from central government 
over the next four years. 

“Approximately 70 per cent 
of our funding comes from 
central government with the 
result that we have to find 


£110m of cost cutting to be 
able to balance the books. 

“We have been told that 
these cost reductions will be 
spread over four years and we 
need to find a sustainable 
means of reducing our spend 
over this period.” 

They say that without the 
cuts council tax bills would 
have to rise by an average of 
£108 or all services would 
have to be drastically cut. 

But they argue that their 
proposal for a “New Strategic 
Direction” will enable 
services to continue to run - 
but cost less. 

They say: “We aim to 
change the traditional shape 
of a county council. 

“Currently it’s a huge 
organisation (with all its 
associated overheads, costs 
and bureaucracy) that 
decides which services it 
should pay for to meet the 
needs of the customer and 
then either delivers them 
itself, or gets others to do so 
on its behalf. 

“We want the council to be 
one that enables people to 
decide what services they 


want and for others to deliver 
services in a much less 
bureaucratic, and more cost- 
effective way, at significantly 
less cost.” 

The letter adds: “But as 
leaders in Suffolk, we want to 
be clear with the residents of 
Suffolk - this transformation 
will take time to implement 
and we are already facing a 
£40m cut in next year’s 
budget so some cuts to 
services will be necessary in 
order to make the books 
balance.” 

Views of voluntary 
organisations, town and 
parish councils together with 
individual comments will be 
reported to the county 
council on December 2.

Drug user breached ban 
on possessing firearms 

A DRUG user was caught with two airguns - 
breaching a court ban from having firearms of 
any kind. 

Stephen Price, 46, was given a suspended jail 
sentence after he admitted illegal possession 
of the air rifles and ammunition as well as the 
heroin substitute methadone. 

Judge Peter Fenn, sitting at Ipswich Crown 
Court, gave Price, of Exning Road, 

Newmarket, a 16-week jail sentence 
suspended for 18 months. He was also made 
the subject of supervision by the probation 
service for 18 months with a requirement to 
undergo drug rehabilitation. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said the guns were 
found when police called at Price’s home on 
April 9. 

Mr Sadd said that owning air weapons was 
not normally illegal, but Price was the subject 
of an order banning him from possession of 
any sort of firearm for five years. 

The order was imposed when he was 
previously given an 18-month jail sentence 
and the order had five months to run. 

Defence barrister Lindsay Cox said that Price 
had a history of drug misuse but had 
managed to eventually steer clear of using 
illegal substances. 

The methadone found in the kitchen was the 
result of a brief relapse while with friends.

LOLLIPOP men and 
women are being abus¬ 
ed and intimidated by 
drivers, who are putting 
children’s lives at risk. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has launched a Stop 
Means Stop campaign foll¬ 
owing a spate of reports of 
drivers failing to stop for 
school crossing patrols. 

A similar campaign was 
launched in Hertdfordshire 
County Council last week. 

Andy Swallowe, the coun¬ 
cil’s school crossing patrol 
service manager, said there 
had also been a rise in the 
number of incidents of 
motorists driving around 
crossings, using abusive 
language, threatening physical 
violence and revving their 
engines in an intimidating 
manner. 

Mr Swallowe said: “School 
crossing patrol officers play a 
vital role in ensuring school- 
children are provided with a 
safe route to and from school. 
They should be able to do this 
without fear of intimidation 
and threatening behaviour 
from inconsiderate motorists. 

“Last year in the UK there 
were 7,000 reported incidents, 
which is totally unacceptable. 
It is important for drivers to 
remember that if their car 
journey takes them through a 
patrolled area, they should 
allow extra time, slow down 
and be prepared and willing to 
stop when requested to do so 
by the school crossing patrol.” 

There have been 18 reports 
in the county since April of 
drivers failing to stop for the 
patrols. 

Angela Winter has been 
helping pupils cross the road 
at Melbourn Primary School 
and Melbourn Village College 
since April. 

She said: “Some drivers just 
don’t stop when I am standing 
in the middle of the road - 
they have a total disregard for 
the safety of the children. 

“A couple of children have 
almost been hit. The cars drive 
very fast, and it is very scary 
for them. 

“It can be frightening for me 


too - I had a lorry driver 
shouting at me the other day.” 

The campaign has been 
organised to remind drivers 
that, under the 1984 Road 
Traffic Act, they are legally 
bound to stop for school 
crossings. 

Failure to do so can lead to a 


£1,000 fine and three penalty 
points on their driving licence. 

In cases where the driver 
has been in their vehicle and 
behaved in an anti-social 
manner, the police can issue a 
section 59 notice - which can 
lead to the vehicle being 
seized by the police. 


The campaign will be 
promoted with 6,000 car 
stickers, leaflets and posters 
sent to all reception year 
children. 

Car stickers to promote the 
campaign are available by 
phoning the council’s road 
safety team on (01480) 375105. 


Voluntary and community grants up for grabs

Partnership 
is at the heart of everything 
the WSLSP does and has 
achieved to date in order to 
improve services and 
provision in the West 
Suffolk area.”

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Woman is killed 
on railway line

A WOMAN died in a collision 
with a train near Newmarket 
railway station last Friday 
morning. 

The incident happened at around 
10.30am and emergency services were 
called to the station. 

It was initially reported that a man was 
in collision with a train. But British 
Transport Police later confirmed that the 
dead person was a woman in her late 
seventies and from the local area. 

A BTP spokesman said: “We are not 
treating it as suspicious. But we are 
carrying out an investigation for the 
coroner.” 

The East Anglian Air Ambulance was 
called but it did not land after it was 
established that the woman had died. 

Fire and ambulance crews were also 
called to the incident which happened 
on the foot crossing between Cricketfield 
Road, near the town’s football ground, 
and Granby Street. 

The train involved was the 9.16am 
from Ipswich to Cambridge. 

Services on the line between 
Cambridge and Ipswich were halted for 
more than an hour while police began an 


investigation. Train services on the line 
were disrupted until around 12.30pm, 
according to National Express East 
Anglia, the train operator. 

Some trains were diverted via Ely and a 
replacement bus service was provided 
for passengers between Cambridge and 
Newmarket. 

The incident is the second death on 
the same stretch of line in a month. 

Nico Davies-Sober, 17, of New 
Cheveley Road, Newmarket, died after 
being struck by the 6.16pm Ipswich to 


Cambridge train on Wednesday, October 
6. His body was found near the Warren 
Hill tunnel. 

Friends from Newmarket College 
packed his funeral service at the town’s 
All Saints’ Church where tributes were 
paid to his “kindness, gentleness and 
integrity”. 

Floral tributes to him are still at the 
crossing close to the spot where the latest 
death occurred. 

An inquest into his death has been 
opened and adjourned to a later date. 


Lead thieves strike

“Asbestos is a known killer 
substance with a high mortality 
rate amongst workers such as 
plumbers and electricians, who 
may accidentally disturb it 
when carrying out mainten¬ 
ance work. 

“Studies have shown that 
approximately 40 per cent of 
businesses may not be comp¬ 
lying with their duties under 
important legislation. 


“So it is very worrying that 
the snapshot we have of local 
businesses shows only 30 per 
cent of business reaching the 
required standards. 

“My officers will now be 
going out and about to help 
companies improve their 
understanding of the dangers 
of asbestos and what they need 
to do to comply with the law 

“Often people think Health 
and Safety regulations just 
create red tape but in so many 
areas they really do protect us 
all.”

A HORSERACING 
worker had self- 
inflicted wounds on his 
arms when he was 
found collapsed in a 
burning house.

Mr Bidula, from the 
Ukraine, was found coll¬ 
apsed in the bathroom with 
wounds to his arms and a 
knife was found on the 
landing. 

But pathologist Dr Karl 
Love said the wounds were 
not fatal.

“tallboy” wardrobe and 
around two metres of the 
floor in the upstairs bed¬ 
room.

People who knew him had 
described him as a “jolly 
person” but some said he 
had been quieter and had 
money worries as well as 
concerns about whether his 
work permit would be 
renewed. 

Det Sgt Day said one 
person had suggested that 
Mr Bidula had spoken about 
taking his own life.

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Campaign 
to re-open 
school pool 


A CAMPAIGN has 
begun to reopen a 
school's derelict 
swimming pool. 

Parents, governors and 
staff at St Andrew’s 
Primary School, in Soham, 
hope to raise around 
£65,000 to rebuild the 
school’s pool in Sand 
Street, which was shut last 
year after it was cond¬ 
emned as “unsafe” by 
inspectors. 

A committee of 
volunteers want to re-open 
the 20-year-old pool for 
children at St Andrew’s 
and The Weatheralls 
primary schools, who 
currently have to travel to 
Ely for swimming lessons. 

Volunteers have set up a 
charity to lead fundraising 
for running costs, which 
would be a minimum of 
£25,000, but they are also 
appealing for donations 
from local businesses to 
reduce costs. 

They are also looking at 
installing a £20,000 roof on 
the pool to extend the 
swimming season from 
two to eight months, while 
changing rooms costing

£20,000 are also being 
considered. 

Richard Liddington, 
headteacher at St 
Andrew’s, said: “It is still 
very early days and we 
have just seen the initial 
outline drawing for the 
pool. 

“We have a reasonably 
good level of support from 
parents and the local 
community, but there is 
still a long way to go. 

“Our plans would cost 
about £60,000 if we paid 
commercial prices, but we 
are looking for local 
builders, tradesmen or 
people with these talents 
to help us bring down the 
costs. 

“We are also pursuing 
the idea of working with 
the Weatheralls and we are 
holding a meeting with 
them on November 16, 
where we will share our 
vision of the pool. 

“After this meeting, we 
will know if it will be joint 
schools project or not.” 

A recent meeting of the 


school’s swimming pool 
committee explored 
fundraising ideas and 
issues relating to the 
management of the pool. 

Budgens, The Co-op and 
Barclays have expressed an 
interest in making a 
contribution towards the 
scheme, while several 
fundraising activities will 
be taking place over the 
next few months. 

Sam East, treasurer of St 
Andrew’s Swimming Pool 
Association, said: “We’ve 
only got a few hundred in 
the bank account so far, 
but it’s very early days. 

“Many people and 
businesses have pledged 
money and there is lots of 
things happening in the 
near future. We hope 
everyone in Soham will 
unite behind this cause.” 

Anyone who wants to 
make a donation, can 
leave them at the school, 
marked for the attention of 
Sam East.

Top trainer is honoured at Animal 


Health Trust’s annual presentations

LEADING trainer Richard Hannon has 
been honoured at this year's prestigious 
Animal Health Trust Equestrian Awards. 

One of the most successful trainers 
in Britain, Richard has won the 2010 
LitoVet Racing Award which was 
announced at a gala dinner held in 
London. 

The LitoVet Racing Award 2010 
recognises the outstanding 
achievement or contribution by an 
individual (jockey, trainer or horse) to 
racing. The winner of this “people's 
award” was nominated by readers of 
the Racing Post. 

Richard Hannon’s name shot to 
fame in 1973, when his horse Mon Fils 
won the 2,000 Guineas at 50-1 and he 
has since gone on to become one of 
the most successful trainers in Britain 
with more than 200 horses in his two 
yards, 10 of whom belong to the 


Queen. Since 1973, he has won the 
2,000 Guineas on another two 
occasions and a multitude of other top 
races, regularly totting up a score of 
more than 100 winners each season. 
Richard was Champion Trainer in 1992 
and is well on course to repeat this 
achievement in 2010. 

Henry Hannon, accepting the award 
on behalf of his father, said: “My dad 
has had six children and more than 200 
horses - he’s not someone who does 
things by halves. 

“He is my hero and I’m thrilled to 
accept this award on his behalf which I 
know he will be delighted to have won.” 

The other finalists for the Racing 
Award were 27-year-old Champion 
Jockey Ryan Moore and Workforce, the 
three-year-old bay colt trained by Sir 
Michael Stoute and owned by Prince 
Khalid Abdullah. 


Other award winners were: The Vion 
Food UK Ltd Dressage Award - Jane 
Goldsmith: The BSJA Show Jumping 
Award - the gold medal winning 
Children on Horses European team; 

The Jacksons (C.l.) Limited Eventing 
Award - Margaret Churchill; Petplan 
Equine Vet of the Year - David Denny 
from Worcestershire; The South East 
Essex Insurance Brokers Voluntary 
Service Award - Patrick Print. An 
additional award - the 2010 British 
Equestrian Achievement Award - was 
presented to the GBR World Equestrian 
Games Squad.

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Dream role for Stephanie 
with Master Class's Maria 


S tephanie Beacham is known 
worldwide for her role as 
shoulder-padded siren Sable 
Colby in The Colbys and 
Dynasty. 

More recently she could be seen as 
Ken Barlow’s love interest in Coronation 
Street, as a contender on Strictly Come 
Dancing and as one of the housemates in 
the final series of Celebrity Big Brother. 

But now she’s returning to her 
theatrical roots, taking to the stage as the 
great opera singer Maria Callas in 
Terence McNally’s award-winning drama 
Master Class. 

“Playing a notorious diva like Callas? 
That’s not even vaguely daunting, I’ve 
lived with divas for years!” laughs 
Beacham during rehearsals. 

“And I’ve played my fair share of, shall 
we say, strong women - Rose in Tenko; 
Connie in Coronation Street, who was a 
diva of a different kind; and, of course, 
darling Sable Colby!” 

Callas remains one of the towering 
figures of the opera world. Larger-than- 
life and gorgeously glamorous, she is as 
famous for her turbulent private life, her 
passionate love affair with the tycoon 
Aristotle Onassis, her rivalry with other 
opera singers and her untimely death in 
1977, as for her extraordinary musical 
and dramatic talents. 

“But what I’m always interested in,” 
says Beacham “is that soft underbelly 
that even people who might seem to be a 
true monster have.

“The thing that I’m always incredibly 
amazed by is the fragility that is there 
somewhere inside this tempestuous 
creature. She was so paranoid about her 
contemporaries and the joy of something 
lik e this is to have the time to truly 
investigate someone like 
her.” 

Inspired by the master 
classes Callas gave in 
New York in the early 70s, 

McNally’s play observes 
the great diva in action as 
she puts three aspiring 
singers through then- 
paces. Witty, bitchy, 
grandiose, 
demanding and 
insecure, she 
re minis ces on the 
triumphs and 
tragedies of her life 
and career, now that 
both her voice and her 
personal life have fallen 
apart. 

Master Class was a huge 
hit on Broadway in the mid 
90s and this new version is 
directed by Jonathan 
Church, the acclaimed artistic 
director of Chichester Festival 
Theatre. 

Actors will often talk 



about a role being their “dream part”, 
but it seems that, for Beacham, that has a 
more literal meaning. 

“I know how unlikely this sounds but 
it started with a dream and not even one 
of mine!” she insists. “My friend from 
Tenko, Veronica Roberts, rang me up 
and said ‘I dreamt that you channelled 
Maria Callas in Master Class’. She was 
working with Jonathan Church at the 
time and kn ew he was thinking about 
doing his own production of Master 
Class. She told me ‘you should talk 
to Jonathan about it‘ but I didn’t. 
“Then my darling, darling 
friend Christopher 
Cazenove died and when 
something like that 
happens you suddenly 
think ‘if not now, when?’ 
So I just phoned Jonathan 
and said ‘shall we have 
lunch?’ That was how it 
started. 

“This play is not a casual 
romp - this is the acting 
challenge of a lifetime.”

BRINGING to life a vision 
of New York in the 90s, Rent 
will deliver to Cambridge’s 
ADC Theatre a bohemian- 
style rock musical which 
explores the dark underbelly 
of life in the Big Apple. 

The original, written by 
Jonathan Larson, won four Tony 
Awards in its first year, including 
the coveted Best Musical, Best 
Book (Musical) and Best Score, as 
well as the Pulitzer Prize for 
Drama, demonstrating the talent of 
its composer and author, Jonathan 
Larson, who never saw the play 
performed before his death on the 
eve of its dress rehearsal in 1996.

TODD Phillips, director of last year’s 
smash hit comedy The Hangover, 
reunites with scene-stealing actor Zach 
Galifianakis for this romantic, cross¬ 
country road trip. 

Lightning doesn’t strike twice, alas, 
because Due Date takes a simple 
premise and goes nowhere with it, as 
the two lead characters travel 
thousands of miles on a journey of 
self-discovery. 

Four screenwriters attempt to marry 
slapstick with soul-searching, dealing 
awkwardly with bereavement and the 
fear of impending parenthood as the 
film journeys from Los Angeles 
towards an obvious emotional 
crescendo in Atlanta. If the lead 
characters were more clearly defined 
and even likeable, we might be willing 
travelling companions on this odyssey. 
However, not even the impeccable 
comic timing of Galifianakis and co- 
star Robert Downey Jr can spark the 
dull dialogue to life or compel us to 
care about the two mismatched men, 
as they veer from one outrageous 
misfortune to the next. 

Expectant father Peter Highman 
(Robert Downey Jr) is a workaholic, 
who keeps in touch with his pregnant 
wife Sarah (Michelle Monaghan) via 
his omnipresent mobile phone. 


With her waters expected to break in 
only a few days, Peter prepares to fly 
home to make sure he is at Sarah’s 
side for the birth. A bag mix-up with 
fellow passenger Ethan Tremblay 
(Zach Galifianakis), an aspiring actor 
who carries his dog in his hand 
luggage, leads to both men being 
thrown off the flight. 

In the absence of his passport or 
wallet, Peter reluctantly accepts a lift 
from Ethan and his pooch, who are 
travelling to Hollywood to seek fame 
and fortune. 

The aspiring actor quickly grates on 
Peter, leading to interludes with a drug 
dealer (Juliette Lewis) and a Western 
Union agent (Danny McBride), who 
turns out to be a wounded soldier from 


the conflict of the Middle East. 
Eventually the father-to-be snaps - 
“I’m leaving you here because I hate 
you on a cellular level!” - but the film 
demands the healing of wounds. 

Due Date delivers 95 minutes of 
missed opportunities, including the 
pointless introduction of Peter’s good 
friend Darryl (Jamie Foxx) so the two 
men can procure a new car. 

There’s no on-screen chemistry 
between the leads and we don’t 
believe for a minute that enmity would 
mellow into companionship by the end 
of the trek. 

A car chase across the Mexican 
border is preposterous and, similarly, a 
gross-out scene in the car late at night 
strains credibility.

Contrasting conifers 
for a warmer winter 



MODERN LOOK: evergreens can be used to create a 
hot colour scheme in your garden. 


B orders can look so 

lifeless at this time of 
year as perennials 
have died down while 
deciduous trees have shed 
their leaves, which is where 
evergreens come into their 
own. 

Of course, some might just 
associate evergreens with the 
columnar conifers so often dotted 
in among other specimens in the 
flower border to give height, 
structure and some colour 
throughout the year, but you can 
also feature evergreens in rock 
gardens, as feature plants in the 
shrub border and to add vibrance 
and form to containers. 

Of course, the usual evergreen 
suspects include azaleas, heathers 
and laurels, but with careful suiting 
and siting, there’s a wealth of 
evergreens which can provide so 
much more interest. 

Don’t think that evergreen is just 
green - look for flowering 
evergreens which can provide a 
splash of colour when flowers are 
non-existent. Plant Choisya temata 
‘Sundance’ to give the border a 
yellow feature, or Photinia fraseri 
‘Red Robin’ to provide dazzling

red foliage in spring. 

Pepper the border with 
variegated specimens such as 
Euonymus fortunei ‘Emerald ‘n’ 
Gold’, which is spotted with gold 
to give an eye-catching contrast to 
other less colourful plants in 
winter. 

Aim to include both colourful 
evergreens and deciduous shrubs 
with either fine flowers or stunning 
autumn foliage. In general, shrubs 
tend to go at the back and in the 
middle of the border, herbaceous 
perennials at the middle and in 
front. Aim to have around the same 
number of evergreen and 
deciduous shrubs and trees. 

It’s not only winter when 
evergreens can come into their 
own. You may have thought 
conifers were boring, but they can 


be used effectively within a hot 
colour scheme to produce a 
modem look and are ideal as a 
feature planting within a low 
maintenance gravel garden. 

For a really hot combination try 
Crocosmia ‘Lucifer’ with its 
pendant arches of red flowers 
alongside the conifer Thuja 
‘Rheingold’. The thuja’s adult 
foliage - a rich, deep old gold - is 
brilliant in winter as the cold 
temperature enhances the colour 
even more. 

Add low growing Berberis 
thunbergii ‘Darts Red Lady’ with 
bright yellow heleniums and this 
will give real warmth all year 
around. 

Conifers can be used to create a 
classy combination for a sunny 
position with an emphasis on 
contrasting colours from the cool 
end of the colour spectrum. 

Use the upright columnar 
Junipems chinensis ‘Pyramidalis’ 
with its prickly glaucous leaves in 
combination with the purple-leaved 
smoke bush Cotinus coggygria 
‘Royal Purple’. Add the silver 
aromatic leaves of Artemesia 
‘Powis Castle’ underplanted with 
the ground hugging Persicaria 
affinis ‘Daijeeling Red’ with its 
bright red flowers and large deep- 


green leaves. 

Co ni fers are low-maintenance 
plants, requiring only occasional 
trimming, provide shelter for 
garden wildlife all year and are a 
favourite of goldcrests and coal tits, 
providing structure by adding 
height to delineating areas. 

Avoid grouping too many 
similar conifers together. Go for 
some contrast and add colour with 
blue, orange, yellow and gold 
types. There are even conifers that 
turn mauve in the winter such as 
Crytomeria japonica ‘elegans 
compacta’ which look stunning 
against snow. 

They can also be used as a 
background to other plants. Try 
dark green behind flaming-red 
tulips, or blue-grey foliage behind 
red or blue flowering plants. 

Remember though that 
evergreen doesn’t necessarily mean 
indestructible. Make sure the plant 
is suitable for the place you’re 
going to put it because an 
evergreen is not always winter 
hardy. 

And ensure that the variety of 
shrub or tree you are choosing is 
evergreen, especially when the 
genus is a wide one. Check the 
labels of lonicera, berberis, 
viburnum and rhododendron, for 


instance, of which there are both 
evergreen and deciduous varieties. 
BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Box (Buxus) 

These evergreen stalwarts 
provide the perfect topiary 
specimens outside front doors and 
add a touch of class on patios and 
at entrances to steps. Many people 
use them for hedging, as the stems 
bearing small and glossy leaves 
can be clipped regularly and make 
box an ideal choice for formal 


hedging. It also withstands windy 
conditions and will survive in some 
shade and alkaline soil. 

The most popular type is B. 
sempervirens, the common box, 
which will grow to 3m (10ft) or 
more if left untrimmed and is 
widely grown as a hedge, planted 
in pots or trimmed into balls, 
pyramids or other topiary shapes. 
For dwarf hedges or edging beds, 
go for something more compact 
such as ‘Suffruticosa’.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is

move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day.

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Uninsured driving plague 


UNINSURED drivers are 
rife on our roads, 
according to research by 
moneysuper 
market.com. 

Britain’s number one 
comparison site found one 
in six (15 per cent) motorists 
have broken the law by 
getting behind the wheel of a 
car they weren’t insured to 
drive. Four per cent have 
admitted breaking the law by 
driving their own car 
uninsured, while nearly one 
in ten (nine per cent) have 
admitted to driving someone 
else’s car without cover. An 
additional two per cent say 
they have driven their own 
car uninsured in between 
renewing their insurance 
policy. 

Of those who admit to 
driving uninsured, an 
astonishing 36 per cent say it 
was because they didn’t 
know they needed insurance 
when behind the wheel.

Men are more tempted to 
chance the law than women, 
with nearly one in five (18 
per cent) having taken to the 
roads without any insurance 
(compared to 10 per cent of 
female drivers).

The four-year-old won at Santa Anita 12 
months ago and with three Group One victories 
in Europe to her credit in 2010, it seemed she 
was returning to America an even better filly. 

But the hot favourite, ridden by Tom Queally, 
was ultimately unable to get the better of shock 
33-1 winner Shared Account in a thrilling finish. 

Cecil was typically humble in defeat, believing 
his filly may have been a little short of her best 
after a long year on a track which did not play to 
her strengths. 

“She’s run a great race, but I thought the track 
was just sharp enough for her and that she 
would have been happier over a mile and a 
half,” said the Warren Place handler. 

“It’s been quite a long year for her and I 
wonder whether she quite had the zip coming
